From 1817 to the termination of his engagement 
at Naples in 1823, Rossini continued to compose, 
with great rapidity and varied success: “Otello” 
and “Mosé in Egitto” in 1818; “La Donna del 
Lago,” founded on Sir Walter Scott’s poem, in 1819 ; 
“Maometto Secondo” and “Eduardo e Cristina,” 
in 1820; besides “‘ Ricciardoe Zoraide,” “ Zelmira,”’ 
“Ermioné,” “ Matilde di Sabran,’’ and one or two 
others of less note. In spite of the miserable 
libretto of “ Otello,” this production has high merit, 
and with two great singers in the characters of 
Othello and Desdemona never fails to succeed even 


| new opera. 

He was welcomed in Paris, where he was ap- 
pointed manager of the Italian Opera, which office 
he held until the dethronement of Charles X. in 
1830. He was luxurious and indolent, with such 
a total want of administrative ability that, during 
his régime, the theatre fell from prosperity to the 
brink of ruin.. He neglected his art as much as 
his business. For the coronation of Charles X., he 
composed a little opera called “ Il Viaggo a Reims,” 
and, when it had served its temporary purpose, 
used the greater part of the music in the concoction 
of another opera, on a totally different subject, 
called “Le Comte Ory,”—a dramatic non-entity, 
but still occasionally performed, on account of its 
light and pretty music. He adapted his “ Mosé in 
Egitto”’ to the Parisian stage under the title of , 
“ Moise,” and did the same with “ Maometto Se- 
condo,” as already mentioned. This was all that he 
did in Paris from 1824 to 1829, when he produced 
his last, which many able critics consider his best 
opera, “Guillaume Tell.” This is a work traly 
original, and wholly unlike any of his former com- 
positions. In it, connoisseurs say, are united the

facile and abounding grace of the Italian genius 
with the clear and decided rhythm, rich instrumenta- 
tion, and harmonious intelligence of German, and 
the dramatic action of French music. In its or- 
che stral effects, “‘Guillaume Tell” emulates the 
greatest masterpieces of Germany. Though the 
music is beautiful, the drama is heavy and ill-con- 
structed ; hence, its airs and concerted pieces are 
more popular in the concert-room and the boudoir 
than on the stage. The influence of Mozart on 
Rossi ni’s mind was palpable throughout this opera. 
He was an enthusiast on Mozart. To M. Pier- 
marini, an old musical friend who has outlived 
him, he presented engravings of his own portrait 
and Mozart’s, writing under the latter: “I am 
happy, dear Piermarini, to offer you this portrait of 
Mozart. Take off your hat to him, as I do, for he is 
the master of masters!—J. Rossin1.” 

In 1836 Rossini quitted Paris for Bologna, where 
he resided until 1856, when he returned to Paris, 
where he remained until his death. He composed 
a “Stabat Mater” of great merit in 1841, and pro- 
duced the principal music for Napoleon’s distribu- 
tion of the Grand Exposition prizes in 1867, but it 
was wholly unworthy of his great genius. The 
King of Italy desired that Rossini’s remains should 
rest in Pesaro, his native city, but France claimed 
the honor of placing them in the cemetery of 








reminiscences. It will appear in seventeen monthly 
parts, and will be illustrated with numerous pie- 
tures from original drawings, printed in oil colors, 
with two portraits of the poet. One of these will 
be a copy of the miniature for which he sat the 
year before his death. His own opinion was; 
“This is the most remarkable likeness of what I am 
at this moment, that I think was ever taken of any 
body.”’ 

Tue Hoxsern Society is a new English organiza- 
tion for the fac-simile reproduction, by means of 
photolithography, of “rare books, in which art and 
literature were united.”” The Rev. Henry Green— 
who is the author of an extensive work on “ Shak- 
speare and the Emblem Writers,’’ now in the press 
—is to assume the duties of editorship, which seems 
likely to be more of a task than is usual with re- 
prints of this sort. Hans Holbein’s “Dance of 
Death” and his “‘ Figures for the Old Testament,” 
engraved as well as designed by himself, are to be 
the first volumes issued. A specimen page from 
the former assures us of the excellence of the 
workmanship, and the convenience in size of the 
publications, which are to be of the small quarto 
adopted by the Spenser Society.— Zhe Round Table.

It has been the aim of the publisher of the present edition of the Law Dictionary to vary in 
nothing from the general plan of Judge Bouvier, and to make only such modifications and additions 
in his work as the changing conditions of the law seemed to require. The period since the death of 
the able author has been so fruitful, however, both in legislative enactments and judicial decisions, 
that numerous alterations and additions have been rendered necessary, resulting in an aggregate 
increase of matter to the extent of more than fifty per cent. This new matter has been prepared by 
gentlemen of recognized eminence at the bar or on the bench, and peculiarly well acquainted with the 
special topics upon which they have treated. The general editorial supervision has been performed 
in a very thorough and efficient manner by Dante A. Gieason, Esq. The more useful part of Kel- 
ham’s Dictionary, which in former editions was printed as a supplement, has now been incorporated 
jn the body of the work. Careful attention has been given to the citation of authorities, and they 
have been brought down to the date of the preparation of the respective articles. By making use 
of a more condensed form of arrangement and of a somewhat smaller-sized type than were employed 
in the old editions, the contents have been increased to the extent above named without a correspond- 
ing enlargement of the bulk of the volumes. 

The publisher cannot hope that in so extensive a labor there have been no mistakes, either of 
omission or commission. He can only claim that he has spared neither time, labor, nor expense in 
the endeavor to make the book thoroughly accurate and complete; and he submits the present edition 
of Bouvier’s Law Dictionary to the profession and the general public, trusting that the work may be 
found even more valuable in the future than it has been in the past.
